The recommendation is a 
setbadc to the Students' Society 
that considers the construction of 
the coop an essential step in 
soMng the serious financial pro- - 
V blems of the Society. 

The meeting was highlighted by 
a debate between Students' Society ' 
Internal Vice President Kevin 
O'Connell and Dr K. S. Gunn of 
the office of Planning andJJe- 
velopment and author of the Gunn 
report on resldence' occupancy and 
forecasts.. 

O'Connell submitted a paper 
prepared by the Internal Affairs 
. Department of the Students' So- 
drty, in cooperation with the stu- 
dent representative on the Res- 
idence Policy Subcommittee, 
criticizing the Gunn report as 
,v being "an insufficient basis for 

a filial decision on the coK)p." 
^y^. The position paper stated that 
' ° the Students' Society believed 
"that the data. presented in the 
jOtmn^port only highlighted the 
problems presently existing 'in 
iMoGUIfresidences today," and it 
-\went on to say that "if anything 
the report raises some funda- 
moital questions regarding the 
present direction and policies of 
the University residences." 
/ O'Connell stated that the Gunn 
rqrart '"is slanted towards the 
jj^'V. . present residences and does not 
take iint^ittorantljd^ at- 
tractiv^ifeatSeTof 'the conop.'' 

The position paper also took 
issue with one of the main con- 
clusions of the Gunn report, that 
tlte co-op would further reduce 
the occupancy of the existing res- 



of parts of the residence com- 
plex. 

The Students' Society position

Although the Senate Committee 
for the Continuing Review of 
University^-Govemment has been 
meeting for a year now, some of 
its members still seem to be 
unsure of whether they want 
a uni-cameral system of govern- 
ment or a bi-cameral one like 
that which exists at the moment 

Two V of SCRUG'S members, 
Prpfessbr Virginia Douglas of 
the Department of Psychology 
and Steve Strasser BCL 1, have 
carried out thorough research 
on the uni-cameral system and 
yet the committee is still .dis- 
cussbig the necessity for student 
and faculty representation on 
decision-making bodies of the 
university.' 

This \s surprising since the 
committee submitted an interim 
report to the Administration 
approximately three weeks ago 
in which it recommended faculty 
participation in decision-making. 

The question was raised at a 
meeting yesterday when SŒUG 
and Department of Physiology 
chairman, Professor D.V. Bates, 
asked the committee if decisions 
on academic matters should be 
made without reference , to the . 
faculty. ' ; - } ' 

'Professor Douglas pointed 
out that there was no question 
of vrtiethér the faculty^^buld 
be.included.pr not,"^'»*!]!^ the 



committee was concerned, since 
such participation ; had already 
been discussed and recommended. 

Howard Ross, Dean of the 
Faculty of Management, who 
was invited by the committee

"If you relieve an academic 
of some of his lectures so' that 
he can make administraUve 
decisions, then he ...ceases ,i to] 
be an academic," he argued.

on the.' composition of an exec- 
utive committee • for^^tbeL^ pro- 
posed uiii-caiheral body; Governor 
Carl Goldenberg suggested that 
the faculty would not like "lay 
interference" with academic 
matters and so there should 
be no laymen on jhe proposed 
body. 

When it wasfbrauglitl 
notice by Sbrassef tliat the^Boaidl 
of Governors is composedW^c 
laymen and yet is the supreme 
governing body of the university, 
he claimed that the B of G does 
not have a say on academic sub- 
jects. He clarified his statement 
by adding that, although the B 
of G does have a veto, the power 
is seldom exiercised. . 

Governor Goldenberg, vdio 
was there in the capacity of 
advisor, further expressed dis- 
satisfaction with the size of a 
uni-cameral governing body. 
"What scared me about Toronto 
was the size; I believe thëré 
were 60 members," he said, re 
fening to a University of Toronto 
study of the feasibility of a uni- 
cameral stucture which has been 
submitted to the Ontario govern- 
ment 

Professor Douglas maintained 
that the same problem exists 
^er a bi-cameral system since 
lê^Board of Governors depends 
on ' Senate for decisions. "We
